Has modern medical progress 
_ been too rapid? Frank G. Dickin- 


son, economist of the American 
Medical Association, raised this 
question here today. 

-Elevating life expectancy at 
birth in the United States from 
49 years in 1900 to 69 years now 
has been a mixed blessing, be- 
cause it has knocked the preacher 
and doctor off their pedestals and 
precipitated a crisis in social 
morality, the director of the Bu- 
reau of Medical Economic Re- 
search, told the American College 
of Physicians at Kiel Auditorium. 


“Any social scientist might 
question if it is a good thing for 
our population to age so rapidly 
in so few decades, for so many 
te die old rather than die young,” 
he asserted. 

Says Fear of God Declines. 

Fear of God has declined with 
lulling of the fear of death, and 
hope for the life to come has 
diminished with fulfillment of 
the hope for a longer life in this 
world, he cantinued. 

Dickinson believes that with 
the longer life the physician is 
admired more but loved less. In- 
stead of hovering helplessly over 
the bedside of the child until it 
dies, the doctor now administers 
a shot of penicillin and hurries 
off to make other calls, he 
pointed out. 

“Only after the doctor has gone 
does the miracle of the child’s 
rallying occur,” he said. “And 
though the parents’ joy knows 
no bounds, and though their re- 
spect for, even awe of, the doctor 
is almost overwhelming, they are 
not drawn close to him. 

“He remains impersonal — a 
technician, not a friend and coun- 
selor.

TOKYO, Saturday, April 14 
(AP)—Red Chinese withdrawals 
in North Korea Friday coincided 
with a warning that they might 
be preparing the way for heavy 
air strikes at the advancing Al- 
lied ggound forces.

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Screen writer Paul Jarrico re- 
fused to say today whether he was 
a Communist and bitterly labeled # 
as a “perjurer” Richard J. 
Collins, fellow Hollywood writer, 
who told the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee yester- 
day that Jarrico was. 

However, Jarrico declined to 
tell the committee in what respect 
he claimed perjury had been com- 
mitted.

unist, named Jarrico 
ind 24 other Hollywood persons 
as members of the party. He said 
as recently as 10 days ago Jarrico 
pleaded with him not to turn 
“stool pigeon” on his Hollywood 
comrades. 

Collins said he refused such as- } 
surance when Jarrico would not 
promise—in return—not to sup- 
port Soviet Russia in the event | 
of war with the United States. 

Stands on Rights. 

Jarrico, invoking his constitu- [ 
tional rights against self- incrimi- |. 
nation, refused today to 


wTweretewe ee 
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Hollywood Communists to the | 
committee. 

His refusal to talk, he added, 
applied to all questions “of my 
political belief.” That included 
any question of membership in 
the Communist party, he said. 

Mrs. Meta Reis Rosenberg, 
former assistant story editor at | 
Paramount Studios, admitted that 
she was a Communist for seven 
years—from 1938 to 1945. 

Two other actors, old-timer 
Victor Killian and Fred Graff, an 
unsuccessful beginner, were dis- 
missed swiftly after they refused 
to say whether they are Com- 
munists. 

Preceding Jarrico before the 
committee today, writer Waldo 
Salt also joined.the ranks of 
Hollywood witnesses who have 
declined to talk about Commu- 
nism. Salt told the committee 
that the answers might tend to ‘ 
incriminate him. 

He told the committee, how- 
ever, that most of the questions | 

“could be proudly answered, Yes | 
or No, in most countries of ee] 
world except in Argentina, Spain | 
and this country.” 
Cites Fifth Amen@ment. 

Flanked by Attorneys Ben Mar- @ 
golis and Robert Kenny of Los 
Angeles, Salt said the fifth 
amendment to the Constitution 
protected him from having to tes-/ 
tify against himself. 

Salt was asked more than 30 
questions about Hollywood or- 
ganizations that have been listed 
as subversive by the Attorney 
General and the committee. He 
declined to answer. 

He was asked directly if he 
were issued registration card No. 
47,232 by the Communist political 
association and if he held that 
card. He refused to answer. 

He took the same position when 
asked if he held card No. 41,782 
of the Communist Political As-| 
sociation in 1944. 

Collins testified yesterday that 
he had recruited Salt. Asked if 
this were true or. false, Salt again 
declined to answer. 

Attacks Investigation. 
investigation. 

“I disapprove of this entire 
tendency of Government by quiz 
show,” he said. 

“Based on the record of the 
committee and the kinds of wit- 
nesses,” including “known per- 
jurers and a murderer called a 
Christian, Gerald L. K. Smith,” 
Salt said, “I must draw the con- 
clusion that the investigations are | 
not in good faith.” 

Collins gave the committee yes- 
terday a full account of his 10 
years as a Communist in Holly- 
te from 1938 to 1948. He iden- 
tified at least 25 film personali- 
ties as members of the Commu- 
nist party at one time or another 
during his own party career.

Acheson’s Statement. 

Then, in January 1950, Secre- 
tary Acheson made a public state- 
ment to the effect that the Ameri- 
can line of defense in the Pacific 
was Japan, Okinawa, and_ the 
Philippines. In order to support 
the State Department’s left-wing 
prejudice against Chiang Kai- 
shek and the policy of defending 
Formosa, Which he and others 
had suggested, Acheson made 
clear his policy that the United 
States would not assure either 
Korea or Formosa against attack 
by the sending of troops.

If we were contemplating the 
recognition of Communist China 
as the secretary clearly indicated 
at that time, then certainly the 
Communists could well believe 
that if they could once occupy 
Korea, they could look forward 
to recognition by the United 
States of Communist Korea. 

To Soviet Russia, Korea was 


a soft spot into which they could | 


move their Communist satellites 
without cost. Every indication is 
that a firm anti-Communist policy 
in Formosa and Korea would have 
avoided war altogether. 


Truman and Korea. 

When the North Koreans at- 
tacked, the President without au- 
thority from Congress sent Amer- 
ican soldiers into war. I have 
pointed out frequently that he 
completely usurped power where 
he had no constitutional right. 

The President last night spent 
half of his speech justifying the 
action of the United States in en- 
tering the Korean war, on the 
ground that the attack was the 
first military aggression since the 
war and that failure to resist 
North Korean aggression would 
have led to World War III. Against 
the most serious handicaps, with 
full risk of involving both Com- 
munist China and Communist 
Russia in the war, he rashly sent 
to Korea every American soldier 
who was available. There have 
been nearly 60,000 casualties.

body else for months. But they 
did nothing more, and they have, 
in fact, tried to hamper any pun- 
ishment of the aggressor or even 
a retaking of the land which the 
aggressor has seized. 
Truman’s Inconsistency. 

In this treatment of Communist 
China, the United Nations has 
abandoned every ideal for which 
it was established. If the original 
sending of American troops to 
Korea was to prevent World War 
Ilias the President said last 
night—then that purpose has been 
long completely lost from sight. 
It cannot now be accomplished 
without an aggressive war against 
Communist China and a punish- 
ment of the aggressor, as the 
North Koreans were punished. 
The President’s position is 
completely inconsistent. He justi- 
fied an active move against Ko- 
rean aggression as a means of 
preventing World War III. In the 
second half of his speech he 
claims World War III is prevented 
by a timid war against Communist 
China, and maintaining a Maginot 
line defense against an aggressor 


who has already acconiplished 
half his purpose. He justifies two 
completely inconsistent courses as 
means of preventing World War 
III. I don’t suppose there has 
even been a more inconsistent jus- 
tification for vital moves in for- 
eign policy. 

The truth is we misjudged the 
power of the United Nations; we 
misjudged the intentions of the 
Chinese Communists and now we 
are in a situation to which there 
is no completely satisfactory solu- 
tion. 

Urges Bombing of China. 
Three policies are being pro- 
posed in Korea. Policy No. 1 is 
a more active battle against Red 
China. From a moral standpoint, 
we would be wholly justified in 
a complete invasion of China to 
punish an unprovoked aggressor. 
Practical considerations, of 
course, make it impossible, and 
no one has proposed it. Gen. 
MacArthur and everyone else 
knows it would take many Ameri- 
can divisions, and that those di- 
visions are not available and will 
not be for two years. Also I agree 
that such a general invasion of 
China might unduly incite Soviet 
Russia to war. 

Proposals for a more active 
war have been limited to two, 
as referred to by the President 
in his speech. One is that we 
assist Chinese Nationalist troops 
to land on the mainiand of 
China. Second that we bomb 
communications, supply depots 
and industrial plants in Man- 
churia and China itself. Neither 
of these would mean a general 
war in China. Both of them 
would have a direct effect in 
weakening the Chinese armies 
in Korea. It seems utterly ri- 
diculous te me that when there 
are 500,000 soldiers on For- 
mosa, some of them well-trained 
and ready te go, and thousands 
of guerrillas in South China 
with whom they can co-oper- 
ate, we should not permit raids 
and invasion to make as much 
trouble for the Chinese Com- 
munists as possible and force 
the withdrawal of some of their 
troops from Korea. 

Probably Chiang could not 
make at this time an all-out in- 
vasion, but he could keep China 
in an uproar and many Commu- 
nist troops diverted from Korea. 
That might make all the differ- 
ence in our success there, and 
might save thousands of Ameri- 
can lives. I cannot see why such 
a policy would in any way incite 
Russia to war unless they’re de- 
termined to go to war anyway. 
Or we could use these soldiers 
in Korea, as Chiang proposed. 
The truth, I believe, is that this 
policy is not undertaken, first,

The people of St. Louis are being asked to 
spend more money on their schools. They have 
a right to know not only what this would mean 
in higher taxes, but also how the money would 
be used. : 

It is as easy as it is true to say that, even with 
the proposed increases, St. Louis school costs 
would still be well below those of the. suburbs. 
But such generalities do not tell the story. Only 
the figures do that. So we trust our readers 
will follow a rather statistical exposition. 

First of all, approval is being sought for a di- 
rect increase in the school tax rate of 12 cents 
per $100 of assessed valuation. In other words, 
if a home is carried on the tax books at $5000, 
the owner would have to pay an extra $6 a year. 
This increase will be approved for two years. 


. Authorization -for a-building bond issue of 
$17,230,000 also is being asked. The retirement 
of these bonds would cost about 7 cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation over a period of 20 
years. Since 2 cents already is being set aside 
for bond retirement, the actual increase would 
be only 5 cents.. Tinis, the full tax increase 
would be 17 cents per $100. For the owner of 
that $5000 home, this wauld be $8.50. 

Now, how would this money be used?’ 

* * . 

Aside from the sum earmarked. for paying off 
the bend issue for construction and moderniza- 
tion of buildings, most of it would go for higher 
teachers’ salaries and retirement payments. 

Teachers with only a bachelor’s degree now 
start at $2400 a year. They would continue to 
do so, but maximum pay for this category would 
be raised from $4200 to $4800 a year. The 
starting salary of teachers with a master’s de- 
gree would be raised from $2400 to $2800. The 
maximum would be inereased from $4500 to 
$4800. There also would be an increase for all 
present school teachers on the old pay schedule. 
This would range from $200 to $400 a year. 

In short, maximum pay for teachers: still 
would be well under $5000 a year. It would 
still be less than the salaries being paid in Bos- 
ton, Buffalo, Cincinnati, Cleveland, Milwaukee, 
Minneapolis and San Francisco. But it would be 
more nearly comparable to their standards. 

Considering the current inflated cost of living 
and the opportunities for better paid employ- 
ment outside the school system, it seems only 


_ reasonable to grant these salary increases. With- 


out them, it is hard to see how enough qualified 
teachers can be kept available for the proper 
education of the city’s 90,000 school children. 


Budgeted expenditures for the school year 
1951-52 exceed the estimated revenue by $1,619,- 
000. Of this amount, $1,151,000 is for higher 
teachers’ salaries. Higher retirement benefits 
will take $350,000. Growing enrollment in the 
elementary schools calls for more teachers; and 
their salaries will run to $79,000. 

Other purposes account for $39,000. Since 
pencils have gone from 69 cents a gross to $1.35 
in the last 10 years, rulers from 54 cents to 
$1.05 a dozen, chalk from $1.24 a box to $2.05, 
spellers from 33 cents to 63 cents a copy, arith- 
metics from 60 cents to $1.11 with comparable 
increases on other items, it is easy enough to see 
where those $39,000 are going.

Producers received 83 cents per 
hundredweight more for milk 
containnig 3.5 per cent butterfat 
last month than in March 1950 in 
the St. Louis marketing area, 
Market Administrator Fred L. 
Shipley said yesterday. 

The average price for March 
this year was $4.76, a rise of 4 
cents over February. The March 
price paid for milk used in man- 
ufactured products, $3.73, was an 
increase of 8414 cents over the 
same month last year. 

Sales of 3.5 milk during March 
were 3.32 per cent higher than in 
1950 although sales were down .97 
per cent from February. Daily 
local production continued below 
1950. Handlers imported 1,219,- 
270 pounds of milk, cream and 
skim milk from other areas to 
supplement local production in 
March, compared to 15,894 im- 


ported in 1950

Addressing the Agonis Club, a 
local sports group, Rupp said: 

“When you allow those boys to 
commercialize themselves as they 
did in the East, the consequences 
are evident.” 

Rupp cited the up-state New 
York “borsch circuits,” where 
college stars work as hotel em- 
ployes and play on hotel basket- 
ball teams in the summer as one 
of the main contributing factors 
in the “fix” scandals. 

He also critcized coaches and 
authorities for permitting East- 
ern college players to “participate | 
with professionals and high’ 
school boys for money on Sun- 
days and over weekends.” 

“They've winked at such meth- 
ods for the last 15 years and per- 
mitted them to continue. Is it 
any wonder that a basketball 
scandal is the result?” He asked. 

Rupp gave two possible rem- 
edies for the sport’s “temporary 
ilis”’: 

“Take basketball back to the 
campus as we have in Kentucky. 
We've made more money at Ken- 
tucky than we ever did in Madi- 
son Square Garden. 

“Or elect a basketball czar and 
give him some teeth. The trouble 
with this plan is that none of the 
administrators have enough guts 
to favor such a plan. They just 
want a man to smooth things 
over,” Rupp said.

Well-Worn Comic Grooves 
* “FATHER’S LITTLE DIVIDEND,” at LOEW’S STATE 
THEATER, is a continuation of the saga of the Stanley 
Banks family as inaugurated in the successful comedy,
